(1) Upon finding one ounce or |ess of marijuana i nadvertently |eft
at a retail store holding a pharmacy |icense, the store nanager or
enpl oyee nmust pronptly notify the | ocal |aw enforcenent agency. After
notification to the I ocal |aw enforcenent agency, the store manager or
enpl oyee nust properly di spose of the nmarijuana.

(2) For the purposes of this section, "properly dispose" neans
ensuring that the product is destroyed or rendered incapabl e of use by
anot her person.
